Must Not Be Used as • Means to Set 


Aside Trial by Jury. 


In the current number of the Amer- 


ican Pederatioiilst Is an editorial ou 
"The 
Essence of Labor's Contention 


011 Injunctions," which was submitted 
to the general council of the A. F. of L 
and approved by that body. It says In 
part: 


It will be seen that labor nelthei 


questions the Integrity of uor desire.1 
to "shackle" the courts; that It stands- 
for and Insists upon absolute equallrj 
before the law—nothing more, nothing 
less. Labor insists that— 


The writ of injunction was Intended 


to be exercised for the protection of 
property rights only. 


He who would seek its aid must 


come Into court with clean hands. 


There must be no other adequate 


remedy in law. 


It must never be used to curtail per- 


sonal rights. 


It must not be used ever in an effort 


to punish crime. 


It must not be used as a means to 


set aside trial by jury. 


Injunctions as issued against work- 


men are never used or issued against 
any other citizens of our country. It 
ts an attempt to deprive citizens of 
our country, when these citizens are 
workmen, of the right of trial by jury. 
It is an effort to fasten an offense on 
them when they are innocent of any 
unlawful or illegal act. 
~ Injunctions as issued in trade dis- 
putes are to make outlaws of men 
when they are not even charged with 
doing things in violation or any law of 
state or nation. 


The issuance of injunctions in labor 


disputes is not based upon law, but is 
a species of Judicial legislation, ju- 
dicial usurpation, in the interests of 
the money power against "workmen in- 
nocent of any unlawful or criminal 
act. 


- Labor protests against the Issuance 
of injunctions in disputes between 
workmen and employers when no such 
injunctions would be Issued when no 
such dispute exists. Such, injunctions 
have no warrant in law and are the 
result of judicial usurpation" and ju- 
dicial legislation rather than of con- 
gressional legislation. 


In all things in which workmen are 


enjoined by the process of an injunc- 
tion during labor disputes, If those 
acts are criminal or unlawful, there Is 
now ample law as well as remedy cov- 
ering them. From the logic of this 
there is no escape. No act is legally 
a crime unless there is a law designat- 
ing it and specifying it to be a crime. 


We assert that labor asks no Immu- 


nity for any of its men who may be 
guilty of any criminal or unlawful act 
It insists upon the workers being re- 
garded and treated as equals before 
the law with every other citizen; that 
if any act be committed by any one 
of our number rendering him amena- 
ble to the law he shall be prosecuted 
-by the ordinary forms of law and by" 
the due process of law. and that an 
injunction does not lawfully and prop- 
erly apply and ought not to be issued 
in such cases. 


The injunction process as applied to 


men engaged in a dispute with em- 
ployers includes the allegation, of 
criminal or unlawful acts as a mere 
pretext, so that; the lawful and Inno- 
cent acts in themselves may also be 
incorporated and covered by the blan- 
ket injunction. And the performance 
of ~ the lawful and innocent acts In 
.themselves, despite the injunction, 
renders them at once guilty of con- 
tempt of the court's order, which is 
summarily punished by fine or impris- 
onment, or both. 


In itself the writ of injunction is of 


a highly important and beneficent 
character. Its aims and purposes are 
for the protection of property rights. 
It never was intended and never 
should be invoked for the purpose of 
depriving freemen of their personal 
rights, the right of man's ownership 
of himself, the right of free locomo- 
tion, free assemblage, free association, 
free speech, free press; the freedom 
to do those things promotive of life, 
liberty and happiness and which are 
not in contravention of the law of our 
land. 
' Not only in our own interest, but in 
the interest of all the people of our 
country, for the preservation of real 
liberty, for the elimination of bitter- 
ness and class hatred, for the perpet- 
uation of all that is best and truest, 
we can never rest until the last vestige 
of this injustice has been removed 
from our public life.

Helps Foreign Trade, Says United 


States Consul Murphy. 


STATUTE TO COMPEL PURITY. 


Has Benefited, Not Hampered, Euro- 


pean Countriesnvlncreati.'* In Expor- 
tation In Many Important Foodstuffs 
In France Shown In fit port. 
That the United States pure food 


aw instead of hampering foreign 
trade has benefited it and seems to 
have carried with it a greater respect 
for foreign labels is the opinion ex- 
pressed by United States 'Consul Doav 
nic I. Murphy, at Bordeaux, France, 
former commissioner of pensions, in a 
report on French exports to the United 
States. 


Consul Murphy says the records of 


:he Bordeaux consulate, one of the first 
places which would ^naturally feel the 
effects of changed^ conditions, shoyw 
:hat the declared values of exports of 
French foods and food products to the 
United States during the first year of 
;he operation of the pure food law ac- 
tuallyincreased. 


The value of alimentary paste, maca- 


roni, increased almost $47,000 during 
1907 as compared with 1906, jams and 
jellies increased §19,921, olive oil $63,- 
753, preserved fruits $34,708, preserved 
vegetables $55,132, still wines $46,789 
and sparkling wines $5,909. Other ar- 
jcles classed as foods showed decreas- 
ed exportation, but the decrease in al 
most every item may be properly ac- 
counted for without reference to the 
pure food law, says the consul. 
..Exports of brandy fell off $11,285, 
but the"" records show a much greater 
falling off in 1906- co'mpared with, 1905. 
The decrease in preserved.fish, which 
was, considerable, was due solely to 
the practical failure of the sardine 
fisheries,"the packers here having been 
utterly unable to supply a one-hun- 
dredth part of their American orders. 


As fqr liquors, the slight decrease is 


due to the provision of the pure food 
iaw forbidding the use of certain col- 
ored matters' and the difficulty the 
manufacturers have found in obtain* 
ing proper substitutes.

one day for Windsor 
Castle, 
Elon 


college, and Stoke Pogls. I think I 
must turn aside a moment here to 
tell you a little joke on an American 
friend of ours — just 
such a "lapsus 


linguae" as we all often make. Four 
of us were going to Windsor together, 
and my mother and I reaching the 
station first, I purchased our tickets, 
paying two shillings and six 
j/once, 


each, for them. When our friends ar- 
rived, the younger of the L.^O asked 
me how much the tickets were and I 
'old he.- "two and six " as the English 
people express it.' She immediately 
walked up to the ticket window and 
said: "Give me two 'two and six' tick- 
ets, please." The agent smiled and she 
realized what she had said and laugh- 
ingly asked for two tickets to Wind- 
sor and return. 


Windsor 
Castle is 
situated on a 


commanding eminence — the front ter- 
race giving a view of the country for 
miles around. The buildings are all 
of massive stone and the interior dec- 
orations and furnishings are 
very 


magnificent. The rooms contain many 
fine paintings by Van Dyck, Rem- 
brandt, and other great artists, 
as 


well as rare china, crystal candelabra, 
gilt and damask furniture, and so on. 
The room used for the ceremony of 
conferring the "Order of the Garter" 
is 'particularly 
impressive, -with 
its 


magnificent throne, deep blue tapes- 
try, walls and furniture, and large 
pictures of celebrated men who have 
received this great distinction. 
The 


Royal stables are a very interesting 
part of the castle* enclosure. Each of 
the seventy beautiful horses has his 
own box stall with his name printed 
above and his own shining harness in 
the harness room. The Royal family 
use' only white horses, and the last of 
Queen Victoria's cream colored ones 
receives special attention. The guests 
and ladies-in-waiting use fine bays. 
and the children of the Prince of 
Wales drive and ride Shetland ponies. 
Each horse is exercised for an 'hour 
every morning outside in good weath- 
er, and in the riding school when the 
weather is bad. The Royal family 
seem to prefer horses to automobiles, 
although, they^ have a number of 
the 


lattei always ready for use. 


Eton college, one of the most fam- 


•ous preparatory schools'in England, is 
only a few minutes -walk from the 
castle, and- the boys in their 
black 


suits, "with- swallow-tailed coats. "an'd 
silk hats, look very quaint to Ameri- 
can eyes. 
Eton chapel contains the 


beautiful picture of Sir Galahad 
By 


Watts, and the library has some old 
Fourteenth century manuscripts, and 
a copy of the 1623 edition of Shakes- 
uear's plays, together 
with 
many 


other valuable books, both ancient and 
modern. 


Four miles nearer London is the 


peaceful old churchyard 
of 
Stoke 


Fogis. Under its ancient yew tree 
3-ray wrote his immortal Elegy, and 
the poet himself lies-buried 
in, the 


quiet churchyard, while a monument 
has been -erected in his memory a few- 
hundred feet away from 
his grave. 


The church, part of which dates back 
to 1134, contains the Gray family pew 
and the one occupied .by the family of 
William Penn. The Penn homestead 
is now vacant, so the imposing pew 
bas no occupants upon the Sabbath. 


Writing of Windsor suggests 
the 


Palace of Blenheim, the home of the 
Duke of Marlborough. It is just out- 
ride the quaint little village of Wood- 
stock and only nine miles from Ox- 
ford. We visited it 
recently 
and 


found it almost as interesting as 
Windsor. The park, twelve miles in 
circumference, with its mirror-like 
lake, magnificent trees, and bridge of 
solid stone masonry, 
is worth the 


trip, even if the palace itself could not 
be seen. Here, asi at Windsor, how- 
ever, the State Apartments are shown 
to visitors during the summer months 
between one and three in the after- 
uoon for three days in the week. The 
palace has a Corinthian portico in the 
center and two projecting wings. The 
entrance hall is 65 feet high and is
